PEACE FILM 


Censor’ to Consult 
War Office’ 
“CONTROVERSIAL” | 


_ The British Board of Film 
Censors has refused its certi- 
ficnte for a peace film. The 
reason given is that it is “con- 
troversial,” and it is to be sub- 
mitted to the War Office. 

It is a short film, lasting only 
threo minutes, in which the 
people of Britain are invited to 
write to. their Members - of 
Parlinment and demand “Peace 
by reason.” :

/” SUICIDE OR GO 
TO WAR? 
(Fram « Correspondent) 


Suicide in the event of another 
war is recommended. by Dr. C, 
D. Brond, Professor of Moral 
Philosophy at Cambridge Uni- 
versity, for pacifists unwilling 
to live by the efforts of non- 
pacifists, : 

Ho ‘thinks, too, that any conscrip- 
tion faw should impose the death 
penalty for refural to undertake war 
service, Really conscientious objec- 
tora, he adds,.should wolcome it. 

Thene views are exprossed by Prof. 
Broad In an article in the “Hibbert 
Journal,” on “Ought we to fight for 
our country In the next war?’ He 
assumes that the war is important, 
Im the renee that “there ts real un- 
certainty ns to whether England will 
win or Jone it,” and that its loss would 
be nn disastrous for us as the Great 
War for the defented nations, 

“If you are to go on living Jn Enge- 
and at all curring the war, you will be, 
dependent, for your food and protec. 
ion on the fnet that there Js a 
Majority of persons of military age 
whose consclences are less sensitive 
than yours or work In a diferent 
way,” he nays, 

Plainly there is a prima facie obli- 
gation not to put yourself in this 
situntion of one-sided dependence on 
what you must regard ag the wrong 
actions of people less virtious or less 
enlightened than yourself, .

The Powers .in general, and 
League of Nations members in 
particular, are con fronted with a 
knotty problem consequent on 
the indications that Italy. intends 
to claim | Ethiopia as, her own 
territory, by right of conquest. 
Militarily, as was to -be expected, 
Italy has triumphed, but the 
battle of diplomacy has still to 
be fought; When the League of 
Nations Council meets on Mon- 
day, it will find itself in a sorry. 
predicament, brought down toa 
sense of realities by the collapse 
of the Ethiopian armics, the 
flight of the Negus and the 
Italian occupation of the capital. 
In some quarters, there is still a 
feeling that sanctions, particu- 
larly of a financial character, 
should still’ be inmposed © on the 
declared aggressor. Those who 
hold this view assert that it is 
one thing for Italy .to occupy 
Ethiopiatand quite another “to 
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‘set-it-up-on—its-feet-as-a-new- 
Colony, involving . tremendous 
expenditure which the occupying 
nation would not be able to meet 
if financial: credits from other 
nations were not forthcoming. 
There is this much to be said for 
this viewpoint—that it would be 
the height of irony were nations 
which have unanimously con- 


: demned ‘Italian aggression now 


to ‘facilitate 
the 


consolidation of 
seized territory into an 
Italian possession. There is a 
suggestion that- the ‘United 
States, and. possibly other na- 
tions as well, will adhere to the 
Stimson doctrine of non-recogni- 
tion of teriitorial conquests, but 
the point has to be faced that 
although the Powers have ‘not 
recognised the virtual seizure of 
Manchuria. by Japan, the fact 
remains that that territory has 
been torn from China; and the 
world is now confronted with a 
somewhat similar position in 
Ethiopia. Non - recognition, 
therefore, would not of itself 
affect the fait accompli. The 
outstanding fact, of course, is 
that the League of. Nations has 
been, in the case of Ethiopia, as 
in that of.Manchukuo, ulterly 
unable to stop the aggressor. 
Thore emerges from this cir- 
cumstance the question of the 
future foreign policy of Britain 
and all the rest of the League 
members.

He 
nasumes thot the war is important, 
Sn the sense that “there is real un- 
cortainty an to whether, England will 
win or lone jt,” and that fts loss would 
be as disastrous for us as the Great 
War for the defented nations.

But I think 
the conclusion I reach in my article 
is one that a man could quite ren- 
ronably arrive at.” ; .

France Builds 
Largest 


Gas Shelter 
In World . 


Paris, May 1. 

What is believed to be the 
largest—ond the | safest—gas- 
proof, bomb-proof,  fire-proof 
shelter in the world has just been 
completed at Paris, and is ready 
to shelter 8,000 people: against 
any future air raid. 

It is the first of a series of shelters 
which it js planned to make out of 
these sections of the subways which 
lend themselves to conversion into 
shelters, Z 

‘During the last war, Parisians me- 
chanically took shelter from bombs 
in the subways, but then the danger 
from gus -was slight. The new 
sheller is arranged with particular 
attention to gas. 

In case of the alarm, the subway 
ceases functioning ns on roadway for 
underground trains. Great airtight 
iran doors close its tunnel, and ma- 
chi compressa the air in the en- 
closed space to a pressure of un at- 
mosphere and a half, thus making it 
possible for those seeking escape to 
enter through the three small en- 
trances provided, without danger of 
gas entering with them, for tha air 
under pressure blows it out, 

Thy air in tho tunnel is derived 
from outside, fillersd through ma- 
chines whose scerct is” carofully 
guarded, but which are said to provide 
perfect protection against all known 
gases, which can purify some 8,000 
to 10,000 cubic meters of air per hour.

Italy's preparedness for war is superior to-day ta 


‘anv time in the nation’s history, a United Press survey 


compiled from official statistics and information rathered 
by foreign military observers revealed. 


Despite the fact that the country virtually is on a 
war-time basis, Mussolini desires Italy to become more 


powerful. 


He has demanded of his Corporative State form of. govern- 


ment that there be no flaw in 


the nation’s defence. He has 


ordered that any military of economic weakness be detected and 


eliminated. 

“The inevitable prospect of the 
nation being ‘called to the test of 
war ia the dramatic eventunlity. 
which must guide our every 
action,” I! Duce declared recently. 

Speaking about the possibility 


of war in the near future he said, 


“When? How? Nobody can-say, 
but the wheel of destiny turns 
very. fast.” 

Comparison of  Italy’s armed 
strength to-day with that existing at 
the outbrenk of tho World: War shows 
the extent of, military development 
under Fascism. Coupled with this 
military progress are gigantic chanjes 
in the national economic structure. 
These include = piacing economic, 
agricultural and professional life un- 
der 22 corporstions,. giving the 
government full control of  eredit, 
and granting the state direct or 
indirect contro] of all’ day industries, 

At the outbrenk of the World War, 
Italy had a class of 250,000 to 260,- 
000 soldiers under arms, By May 
1915, when Italy declared war against 
Austria-Hungary, the army had been 
fnerensed to 550,000. 

To-day the Fascist’ State had 
650,000 men under arma in the 
Fatherland and an additional 325,- 
000 white Italian soldiers and 
militiamen in East Africn, Native 
troops in Enst Afrlea, chiefly 
Askari and Dubats, total approxi- 
ately 160,000. 

In aildition to these soldiers there 
are many thousands of youths who 
drill regularly in Italy as members 
of various youth orsanizations, 

Within 24 hours .1,250,000 fully 
trained soldiers, exclusive of those in 
Enst Africa, could .be mobilized, ac- 
cording to a recent nnnouncement 
made by Under-secretary of War 
Federico Baistrocchi.

Punishment And Crime 
(To-The Editor, © 2". 
Hongkong. Telegraph.) 


Sir,—Mr. Edgar Davidson appears 


to expect some comment upon tho 
subject of his letters—Punishment 
and Crime. In the absence of com- 
ment, he will think that theso 
subjects do not interest Us. 

T have not rend his first letter, and 
avill_ therefore confine my comment 
to the accond, [gather that 9 boy 
of five days was nold and thet Mr. 
Davidson think« that the Magistrate 
punished the offence too heavily. , 

I-am not impressed by Mr. nvid- 

xon's argument that the offence was 
not heinous. J will take .his own 
worda:—“But the lransaction renily 
only meant parting with the parental 
rischtn over the child for money—not 
selling {t into aluvery.”” 
“Mr. Davidson does not nppenr to 
realise fully the danger to a child 
in “only parting with St for money". 
This ix apparent when one considers 
his next remark: “Boys are not sold 
for service nor for prostitution and 
this child was only five days old", 

That may be so. But what was 
there to prevent the child being re- 
soll when it was older? It may be. 
that boys are not sold apecifically for 
domestic service or prostitution, but 
unless adoption, ix allowed only to 
those who comply with the safeguards 
provided. by Chinese custom or. 
English Inw, boys stand in peril of 
ill-usage of one. kind or another by 


J their purchasers or adopters. - 


. Mr. Davidson’ appears to be wrong 
Wwhin ho writes:—"A transaction of 
this kind in the form of adoption in 
recognised by the law of England if 
the sanction of the Court is obtained”. 

Aa I understand it, the English, 
Courts are not allowed by the Adop- 
tion Act to make an adoption order 
“4f the parents have received money 
as a consideration for parting witl 
the child—t.c. the parents aro not 
allowed to sell the child to adopters. 
The Courts, I imagine, would’ look to 
the substance of the transaction and 
would not countenance a sale under 
colour or form 6f an adoption. Tho 
Court also is required to investigate 
to certain extent, the dona fides 
of the adopters and has_ limited 
powers of supervision after tho 
Order $s made, This seems to me 
to be a very different — transaction 
from the one, the subject of Mr. 
Davidson's letters, and I cannot help 
thinklng that any civilised community 
would insist upon some such safe- 
guards and would not regard those 
who jnorcd them as offending only 
in n matter of form. 

Chinese custom, it is well-known, 
recognises ‘similar rules governing 
the adoption of boys—in rome ways 
the Chinese customs mny be stricter 
than the English law. I understand 
the adoption should be made by the 
hend of the family and the adopted 
son should be sought among the 
children of the male relatives of the 
adopter and not among strangers 
until all else’ fails. A transfer of a2 
boy between relatives is attended by 
the anfegunrds of publicity and pos- 
sibly even of affection. I do not 
think that-these Chinese customs can 
be regarded. as mere formalities, 
They «cem to me to be composed of 
wise precaution and common sense, 
and I think Mr. Davidson {s mistaken 
in regarding the case he discusses as 
in any way parallel to a Chinese or 
English adoption, nor do I think he 
is right when he prays Chinese 
custom in aid of such casual transfers. 
Chinese custom would seem to be 
against such transfers both in letter 
and in spirit. 

It" id, I stbnut, only by ~ insisting: 
on the strict observance of the customa 
or laws governing adoption that the 
children can be safeguarded from the 
ils inherent in adoption. It is onl 
y punishing with a heavy hand all 
departures from such .laws or cus- 
toms, that facilities for legitimate 
\adoption (that all countries. should 
provide ‘both for boys and for girls) 
may be imposed or maintained.

WHAT NOW? 


The Powers in general, and 
League of Nations members in 
particular, are confronted with a 
knotty problen consequent ‘on 
the indications that Italy intends 
to claim) Ethiopia as her own 
territory, by right of conquest, 
Militarily, as was to -be expected, 
Italy has ‘triumphed, but the 
battle of diplomacy has. still to 
be fought. -When the League of 
Nations Council meets on Mon- 
day, it will find itself inv sorry, 
predicament, brought down to a 
sense of realities by the collapse 
of the Ethiopian. armies, ° the 
flight of the Negus and the 
Italian occupation of the capital. 
In some quarters, there is still a 
feeling that sanctions, particu- 
larly of a financial character, 
should still be imposed on the 
declared aggressor. Those who 
hold this view assert ‘that it is 
to ovenpy 
Ethiopia and quite another to 
set it up on its feet as a new 
Colony, ’ involving tremendous 
expenditure which the occupying 
nation would. not-be.able.to.meot. 
if financial . credits from . other 
nations were not forthcoming. 
There is this much to be sald for 
this viewpoint-—that it would be 
the height of irony were nations 
which have unanimously con- 
demned Italian aggression now 
to. facilitate. consolidation of 
the seized , territory -into an 
Italian possession. There is a 
suggestion that the United 
States, and possibly ather nia- 
tions as well, will adhere ‘to the 
Stimson doctrine of non-recogni- 
tion of territorial conquests, but 
the point has to be faced that 
although the Powers have not 
recognised the virtual seizure of 
Manchuria by Japan, the fact 
remains that that territory has 
been torn from China; and the 
world is now confronted’ with a 
somewhat similar position in 
Non - recognition, 
therefore, would not of ' itself 
affect the fait accompli. Tho 
outstanding fact, of course, is 
that the League of Nations has 
been, in the case of Ethiopia, -as 
in that of Manchukuo, utterly 
unable to stop the aggressor. 
There. emerges from this cir- 
cumstance ‘the question of the 
future foreign policy of Britain 
and all the rest of the League 
members. -So far as Britain is 
concerned, a Labour member 


|suggested in the House of Com- 


mons recently, -that:unless im- 
mediate and effective sanctions 
were imposed to check Italian 
aggression, Great Britaln should 
leave the League and claim com- 
plete liberty of action in foreign 
policy. That is a view which

My France Goes Ahead With| 


_ Her Preparations _ 


HOPES FOR SOME ‘Ss 


France is going ahead in the 
preparation of her athletes for 
the . Berlin Olympic Games, 
despite the tense international 
situation caused by Germany's 
violation of the demilitarised 
Rhineland Zono and despite the 
fact that sufficient funds have 
not yet been voted. 

When Germany recently marched 

_ her troops into the Rhineland, great 
ngitation was produced in athletic 

circles in France, Extremists asked 

for France's {mmed{ate withdrawal 

from the Games. Cooller heads have 

thus far prevailed, They have con- 

. Vinced, public opinion that fallure 
to send a team to Berlin would do 

France, more harm than good and 

furthermore that sports should not 

be mixed” up with polittcs, The 

showdown {fs yet to come. ' ‘

While great space was given In 
the French press in rezard to the 
propoganda in the United States 
rome Months ayo against that coun- 
try's participation in) the Olymples 
because of Nazi policy in regard to 
the Jews, there never has beer, with 
few ‘exceptions, any opposition to 
France's competing on these 
grounds, 

France's official point of view as 
to whether Germany is living up to 
the Olymple Code was summed up 
‘jn a few words by: Charles Denis, 
Seerctary, of the Olympic Commit- 
tee, who ‘sald: ‘ 

“Germany gave us her word of 
honour that she would respect the 
code. We are all sportsmen and It 
ts not for sportsmen to doubt 
Germany's word." 

Expressing his own personal point 
of view, Denis added that he thought 
Germany would receive and trent 
{nirly and hospitably the athle 
competing . nations, regardless 
colour or creed, but that she would 
undoubtedly falt to show this same 
impartialty in the selection of her 
‘own ‘team.— This; he-said,“is- purely 
an internal affair for Germuny to 
settle in her own. way for she has 
the right to select the athletes- she 
wishes to represent her.” . 

Denis, who has been following the 
Olympics for many years and. nc- 
companied the French team to Los 

' Angeles in’ 1932, explained ‘the pre- 
paralign, of the French athletes. He 
sald: 


“Each of the Federations is pre- 
partng its own team of men, When 
the men arrive In Berlin you muy 
be assured that ench of them will 
be at the peak of his form: They 
have been slowly rounding into 
shape, working with Berlin in mind 
for two..years, 
performed in thls'time but we can 
be sure ‘that the athletes represent- 
ing France will be at his best. 

" EXPECT SOME VICTORIES 

“We expect to score some victories. 
Not many, that js true, but we have 
hopes of placing-at | least another 
half dozen, in finals and quite a few 
more in semifinals. We think France 
will make a creditable showing. 
- That is all we can ask.” 

Some months ago it was: an- 
nounced . that France would send 
200 athletes to Berlin, but judging 
from past expericnee this number 
will be reduced to Iess than the 100 

‘ mark by the time’ the athletes are 
named to go to the German capital. 


If the Committee had ,unlimited 
funds at its disposal, 200 would be 
sent, but budgetary problems,’ for 
this body, is a chronle allment, . 
. Despite the optimistic statements 
made by French sportsmen, France 
fs not expected to make as good a 
showing {n Berlin ns she did in Los 
Angeles in 1932.

_ WANT NO WAR 


Replying to interpolations from: the 
Peers, Mr. Hirota reiterated that there 
would net be war during his time in 
office. The Army and Navy, likewise, 
dld not wish for conflict. They ex- 
pected the Foreign Office to walle the 
country’s relations with that in view. 

Foreign reaction to the assassinn- 
tions of February 26 was unfaovour- 
able, said) Mr. Hirota, However, 
when the revolt was fully understood 
Japan would regain her standing. 


‘RISING BUDGET 


The Finance Minister told the Diet 
that a current budget of Yen ‘2,303,- 
000,000 was an inerense by Yen 26,- 
00,000 over that prepared n January, 
but which the Diet disapproved, 

The Incrense was due to additional 
expenses in Manchuria, the moderni- 
ration of defences, and assistance to 
industria) enterprises. 

He had fixed the total of the new 
bond Issue at Yen 700,077,000, he said.
